JERUSALEM. July 22 — Land

The Jewish underground organ­ 
ization, Hagana, was blamed for 
the blast and police immediately 
took

youths and a young Jewish girl as 
suspects. 
TTie King David hotel looked as 
though it had been hit by an earth­ 
quake when this correspondent en­ 
tered the lobby a few minutes after 
the explosion. I was just outside 
the big, modern hotel, investigat­ 
ing a previous smaller blast, when 
the mines went off with a tremen­ 
dous roar, wrecking one wing of 
the hotel and the adjacent YMCA 
building. 
Tue British military immediate­ 
ly imposed a stringent curfew on 
all of Jerusalem and streets were 
cleared of all traffic and pedes­ 
trians within half an hour after 
the blast. Troops took up positions 
on rooftops, particularly in Jewish 
areas. 
All traffic was blocked and sev­ 
eral hundred persons were rounded 
up for interrogation. 
Within an hour after the explo­ 
sion the holy city looked like a 
ghost town with only a few ci­ 
vilians 
on

NOT PLENTIFUL 


Rural Economists Expect No 
Big Supply Of Butter 


Despite Price Boost 


COLUMBUS, O., July 22—But­ 
ter will not be plentiful for U. S. 
citizens in the last half of 1946 no 
m atter what action Is taken about 
OPA regulations, tn the opinion of 
rural economist* at Ohio State 
University, who predict the butter 
supply for the last six months will 
he an average of five pounds per 
person. 
The economists, however, do not 
predict that each homemaker will 
be able to buy the five pounds per 
person for the members of her fam­ 
ily. Report* from across the na­ 
tion indicate some markets have 
butter and that others do not, with 
the most plentiful supplies being 
in areas where prices are highest. 
In prewar years, per capita con­ 
sumption of butter averaged al­ 
most 17 pounds annually; but the 
1946 supply will provide about IO 
pound* per 
person 
during 
the 
year. Government set aside regu­ 
lations 
took 20 per cent of 
the 
commercially manufactured butter 
in May and June, which ordinarily 
are 
the 
high 
months in butter 
making. 
The rural economists say milk 
production 
for 
the 
first 
five 
months of 1946 was only 2 per cent 


less than in 1945, but butter pro­ 
duction was down 30 per cent from 
3945 levels in the first quarter of 
1946. 
Production 
of evaporated 
milk and of cheese also was con­ 
siderably below the 1945 output for 
the first half of the year. 
Better shortages have been at 
least partly due to the bigger prof­ 
its obtainable for sales of fluid 
milk and cream and ice cream, 
'government regulations prohibited 
the sale of whipping cream after 
July I, reduced the percentage of 
butterfat which can be put in ice 
cream, and limited the amount of 
cream 
which can 
be placed in 
storage July and August.

NBW YORK, July 22—Head­ 
lines telling of new juvenile crimes, 
sex and murder, are causing no 
unusual amount of alarm to white- 
haired Charles L. Chute, a veteran 
In probationary work. 
He believes that juvenile delin­ 
quency has reached its peak and 
is now leveling off. 
Chute, executive director of the 
National 
Probation 
Association, 
has figures and reports from vari­ 
ous section* of the country to back 
up his belief. 
They indicate, 
he 
said, 
that 
with the war over end the con­ 
tinued activity of social agency 
resources, juvenile delinquency will 
reach its former low within IO 
years. 
Chute, who organized the pro­ 
bation association 25 years ago, 
said 
that 
juvenile 
delinquency 
which increased 50 per cent dur­ 
ing the emr is now going down 
and that "there is no honest evi­ 
dence of any great Increase in the 
amount or severity of adult crime." 
He said naturally such cases as 
that of William Helrens, confess­ 
ed slayer o* Suzanne Degnan in 
Chicago cause concern, but that it 
must be remembered that more 
publicity Is being given to such 
crimes; that there are many more 
newspaper readers; and that in the 
long run this publicity will have 
its good effect. 
He meant that it would tend to 
stimulate more Interest in agen­ 
cies working to prevent juvenile 
delinquency. 
As for the figures on juvenile 
delinquency, he said that rhildren 
in crime increased 50 per rent 
from 1941 through 1945, although 
in 1945 delinquency among girls 
decreased five per cent. 
New* report* from his associates. 
Chute said, indicate that the juve­ 
nile crim# rate La going down in 
1946. and that "if we develop our 
resources, we will get back the low 
in another IO years." 
"Recovery is pretty slow." he 
said 
Industrial upsets, such -as the 
moving of families from 
rural 
communities to the larger cities 
during the war, were among the 
reasons juvenile delinquency in­ 
creased, he said- 
That meant in many case* brok­ 
en up homes, neglect of children, 
and unnatural situations all of 
whit h am t the delinquency rate 
zooming. 
Dr, Luther JE, Woodward, field 
consultant for the National Asso­ 
ciation for Mental Hygiene, alae 
•aid thst child neglect was one of 
the big reasons for Juvenile delin­ 
quency, 
He said that as to the effect of 
the war on juvenile delinquency 
‘ we must wait at least IO years.’* 
He reported that many babies dur­ 
ing the war and now* in nursery 
schools were hyper-sensitive over

FOR A long time, doctors ifeve 
recognized a disease of the nerv­ 
ous sy stem called multiple sclero­ 
sis without b eing ab le to do much 
ab out it. 
They know that it causes the 
formation of scar tissue in various 
parts of the nervous sy stem, some­ 
times here, sometimes there, often 
in many places at once. 
But in 
spite of much study , they have not 
y et b een ab le to 
discover its ex act 
cause. 
Afflicting More People 
And that is a pity b ecause this 
disease seems, for some unknown 
reason, to b e afflicting more people 
now than ever b efore. According 
to Dr. Johannes M. Nielsen of Los 
Angeles, it is the most common or­ 
ganic disease of the nervous sy s­ 
tem occurring in Europe and is b e­ 
coming much more common in the 
United States. 
It is found most often in Switz­ 
erland and northern Europe, b ut 
is virtually unknown among the 
y ellow races. It occurs as often in 
one sex as in the other, usually in 
persons b etween 40 and 50 y ears 
of age. Occupation seems to have 
no influence on the disease. Some 
think that diet may b e a factor in 
causing it. 
Sy mptoms Varied 
The sy mptoms of multiple scle­ 
rosis vary to a great ex tent, de­ 
pending on what parts of the nerv­ 
ous sy stem are affected. 
There 
may b e mental sy mptoms in a few 
cases. Disturb ances of the ey e­ 


sight are present in ab out one out 
of six instances, as the earliest 
sy mptoms to occur. 
Later on, ey e troub les develop 
in ab out one-half of the patients. 
There may b e numb ness and ting­ 
ling of the face or paraly sis of 
some of the face muscles. Ringing 
in the ears is a common sy mptom. 
Paraly sis of the tongue is also a 
frequent sy mptom. As a general 
rule, it is not difficult to make a 
diagnosis b y a careful ex amina­ 
tion of the nervous sy stem. 
It is unfortunate that no treat­ 
ment has b een found for multiple 
sclerosis which is particularly suc­ 
cessful. Preparations of arsenic 
are frequently used. It is suggested 
that a diet high in fats b e em­ 
ploy ed. Vitamin preparations art 
also given, b ut do not seem to have 
a great deal of value ex cept in 
temporarily relieving some of the 
sy mptoms. 
According to Dr. Nielsen, one of 
the latest forms of treatment is to 
give a sub stance known as hista­ 
mine diphosphate b y injection into 
a vein. The preparation is dis­ 
solved in salt solution which is 
slowly injected over a period of 
two hours. 
Bad reactions to this treatment 
occur b ut rarely . Sometimes injec­ 
tions of whole b lood into a vein are 
of value, b ut much more research 
is needed to give the b est answer in 
treatment of this disorder. Per­ 
haps its increasing frequency will 
act as a spur to the gaining of 
knowledge needed for its final con­ 
quest.

FOH A long time, doctors ifeve 
recognized a disease of the nerv­ 
ous system called multiple sclero­ 
sis without being able to do much 
about it. 
They know that it causes the 
formation of scar tissue in various 
parts of the nervous system, some­ 
times here, sometimes there, often 
in many places at once. 
But in 
spite of much study, they have not 
yet been able to discover its exact 
cause. 
Afflicting More People 
And that is a pity because this 
disease seems, for some unknown 
reason, to be afflicting more people 
now than ever before. According 
to Dr. Johannes M. Nielsen of Loo 
Angeles, it is the moat common or­ 
ganic disease of the nervous sys­ 
tem occurring in Europe and is be­ 
coming much more common in the 
United States. 
It is found most often in Switz­ 
erland and northern Europe, but 
is virtually unknown among the 
yellow races. It occurs aa often in 
one sex as in the other, usually in 
persons between 40 and 50 years 
of age. Occupation seems to have 
no influence on the disease. Some 
think that diet may be a factor in 
causing it. 
Symptoms Varied 
The symptoms of multiple scle­ 
rosis vary to a great extent, de­ 
pending on what parts of the nerv­ 
ous system are affected. 
There 
may be mental symptoms in a few 
cases. Disturbances of the eye­ 


sight are present in about one out 
o f six instances, as the earliest 
symptoms to occur. 
Later on, eye trouble* develop 
in about one-half of the patients. 
There may be numbness and ting­ 
ling of the face or paralysis of 
some of the face muscles. Ringing 
in the ears is a common symptom. 
Paralysis of the tongue is also rn 
frequent symptom. 
As a general 
rule, it is not difficult to make a 
diagnosis by a careful examina­ 
tion of the nervous system. 
It is unfortunate that no treat­ 
ment has been found for multiple 
sclerosis which is particularly suc­ 
cessful. Preparations of arsenic 
are frequently used. It is suggested 
that a diet high in fate be em­ 
ployed. Vitamin preparations art 
also given, but do not seem to have 
a great deal of value except in 
temporarily relieving some of the 
symptoms. 
According to Dr. Nielsen, one of 
the latest forms of treatm ent is to 
give a substance known as hista­ 
mine diphosphate by injection into 
a vein. The preparation ia dis­ 
solved in salt solution which is 
slowly injected over a period of 
two hours. 
Bad reactions to this treatment 
occur but rarely. Sometimes injec­ 
tions of whole blood into a vein are 
of value, but much more research 
is needed to give the best answer in 
treatm ent of this disorder. Per­ 
haps its increasing frequency will 
act as a spur to the gaming of 
knowledge needed for its Anal eon* 
auest.
